LANSING - Michigan Attorney General Bill 
Schuette has loaded his taxpayer-funded of- 
fice payroll with Republican campaign activ- 
ists in the run-up to his 2018 campaign for 
governor, a Free Press investigation has 
found. 

Schuette also has used no-bid state con- 
tracts to pay more than $130,000 to two influ- 
ential Republicans — one of whom has been 
active in the tea party movement that is im- 
portant in winning a Republican primary, rec- 
ords show. 

The state constitution and civil service 
rules prohibit hiring or firing employees 
based on partisan considerations, enshrining 
the idea that a professional state workforce 
based solely on merit should remain in place, 
regardless of what party or leader is in power.
